electrocuted In the annex at the Ohio 
penitentiary a few minutes after mid­ 
night. 
Knapp, who 
weakened when 
he found his last hope 
for life had 
gone and expressed 
a fear that he 
would have to be carried to the death 
chair, regained his nerve aud met his 
fate with little show of fear or emo­ 
tion. 
The electrocution was perform­ 
ed without a hitch, the first shock be­ 
ing applied 
at 12:02, the 
second a 
minute later, and at 12:09 he was pro 
nounced dead. 
A short time before ho went to the 
death chair Knapp confessed to hav­ 
ing assaulted Hallie and Hallie Mot- 
zer. 
two little 
girls, at 
Hamilton, 
about two years 
ago, a crime 
with 
which 
he 
had 
not 
hitherto 
been 
charged. 
Joseph Roth, of Hamilton, 
was accused of the assault, but was 
acquitted. 
Knapp, in making the con 
fession, said he wanted to clear Roth 
of all suspic ion. 
Alfred 
Knapp, although 
convicted 
and electrocuted for the murder of his 
third wife, Anna Goddard Knapp, con­ 
fessed to having committed five mur­ 
ders. all of his victims being women 
Knapp was born at Greensburg, Ind., 
in I<SG2. 
Knapp served three terms iii peni 
tentiaries for burglary. 
He murdered 
Emma LIU leman and May Eckert ut 
Cincinnati in 1894. 
In August, 1894, 
he murdered Jennie Connors Knapp, 
his wife, and threw her body into a 
canal. 
Knapp said he killed Ida Gep- 
pert. 
He married 
Hannah Goddard 
in I SHG and murdered her in December, 
1892, for which crime he was tried in 
IDG, found guilty, and paid the penalty 
as above stated.
